1.  This requirement is a full-and-open competition; it is not set-aside for small business 
concerns.

2.  Description of the Work: 
 
The work involves the modernization of six elevators.  Work includes replacement and 
modernization of control systems, replacement of motors, replacement of traveling electrical 
cables, replacement of wire ropes, making elevators ADA/ABA AG compliant, HVAC work for 
the elevator machine room, HVAC work for the elevator shaft, wiring work for power supplies, 
and disposal of removed equipment.  Three elevators provide access from within portions of 
Grand Coulee Dam to the top of the dam.  The remaining three elevators are within the Project's 
pumping plant adjacent to the dam.

5.  Location of Work: The work site is located at Grand Coulee Dam on the Columbia River 
adjacent to the City of Coulee Dam, Washington, approximately 90 miles west of Spokane, 
Washington, in Grant County. 
 
6.  Type of Solicitation:  The solicitation for this project will be a negotiated, best-value 
solicitation.  The solicitation will require you to submit a technical proposal (and separate price 
proposal) that addresses the evaluation factors stated in the solicitation.
